Former Neo-Nazi Timothy Zaal 
will speak at the Thompson Alumni 
Center at 6 p.m. April 7. 

Zaal is the former Los Angeles- 
area director of operations, recruitment 
and propaganda for the White Aryan 
Resistance, a white supremacist 
organization based in Fallbrook, Cal., 
led by electrician and open Klansman, 
Tom Metzger. 

“Tim worked closely with Tom 
Meztger trying to recruit youth, 
organize music festivals and develop 
propaganda. He was active for a 
number of years and through a fairly 
long process he began to questions his 
beliefs,” Pete Simi said, an assistant 
professor in the criminal justice 
department. 

Zaal is being brought in by the 
criminal justice department as part of 
its Guest Speaker Series. According to 
Simi, Zaal will give a 30 to 45 minute 
power point presentation, including personal

Zaal spent years trying to

He has spoken with 
everyone from members of the 
Armed Services to high school 
students. According to Simi, Zaal 
has spoken to federal and local 
law enforcement agencies around 
the country, as well. 

Zaal's visit to UNO comes on 
the heels of the recent discovery of 
activity by other whitesupremacist 
organizations in the Omaha area. 
A sticker containing information 
on pro-National Alliance, another 
influential white supremacist 
organization, was found in a 
restroom stall in Durham Science 
Center.

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Safe haven law 
being proposed 
for Nebraska

The state of Nebraska is one of four 
states that have no kind of “Safe Haven” 
law. Such a law would allow unwilling 
parents: to give away their newborn 
child without fear of charges for child 
abandonment or neglect. 

Safe Haven laws have been passed in 
forty-six states in response to a growing 
concern about child abandonment, 
perhaps prompted by stories about 
children being left in dumpsters or other 
locations. 

For instance, last Thursday, the 
Omaha World-Herald reported that 
Maria Vargas, 18, gave birth in her 
family’s bathtub on Saturday, March 
20. 

Police found the baby under clothes 
in a laundry basket, hidden in a closet. 
There was some injury to the child. 

Cases like these have renewed 
questions about why Nebraska along 
with Alaska, Hawaii and Vermont are 
the unly states without some sort of Sate 
Haven laws. 

Senator Elaine Stuhr of Bradshaw 
(district 24) proposed Legislative Bill 
307 calling for the state to create a task 
force on safe havens for abandoned 
infants, provide duties and declare an 
emergency. The task force, if approved, 
would research issues involving child 
abandonment in Nebraska and make 
recommendations to the Unicameral by 
the start of 2006. 

A proposal made by Stuhr last year, 
LB 933, would have given Nebraska a 
Safe Haven law similar to Colorado’s, 
where unharmed infants younger than 72 
hours could be turned over to hospitals, 
fire stations, substance abuse centers 
and some churches and licensed child 
placement agencies. The submission 
would be made anonymously, with 
some basic health questions (such as 
propensity for diabetes) being asked. 

Stuhr’s 2004 proposal would have 
also allowed for a one-month waiting 
period where parents could change 
their minds before placing the child up 
for adoption.

Terri Schiavo case: Death from dehydration a 
gentle and very painless process, scientists say

PHILADELPHIA - Terri Schiavo 
is dying now as many aged and sick 
people have for eons. 

Ti.sugh some people see letting 
her die of dehydration as inhumane, 
doctors say it is a surprisingly gentle 
process. 

“Nature has given us a 
wonderfully peaceful way to exit 
this life,” said Ira Byock, director of 
palliative medicine at the Dartmouth 
Hitchcock Medical Center in New 
Hampshire. “The dominant way 
that mammals die is that, at some 
point, they lose interest or the ability 
to eat or drink. The physiology 
and experience of people who are 
unable or refuse to eat or drink after 
progressive or advanced illness is 
one that is very gentle and very 
comfortable.” . 

John Hansen-Flaschen, chief of 
pulmonary, allergy and critical care 
at the University of Pennsylvania 


Medical Center, made a_ similar 
point, saying, “This is the way many, 
many people died over all of the 
millenniums until medicine got so 
actively engaged in the process.” 

Courts have ruled that Schiavo 
is in a persistent vegetative state. By 
definition, she has no ‘awareness of 
herself or her environment and no 
ability to experience pleasure, pain 
or, for that matter, thirst, Hansen- 
Flaschen said. 

Paul Marik, director of the 
division of pulmonary and critical 
care at Thomas Jefferson University 
Hospital, said Schiavo may react 
reflexively to pain, but only the most 
primitive part of her brain, the brain 
stem, is working. The higher parts of 
her brain are incapable of perceiving 
that pain. 


“Painisa conscious interpretation ° 


“If you 
can’t interact with the environment, 
if you’re not awake and you’re not 
conscious, you can’t perceive pain.”

without nutrition or water Sunday 
afternoon, will die of dehydration, 
not starvation, the doctors said. It 
will cause her kidneys to 
fail. Toxins will build up 
in her blood, eventually 
causing her heart to stop 
beating. Dehydrated patients § 
gradually weaken, drift into | 
a coma, and appear to die 
painlessly, Marik said. 

‘It's a very painless and 
very compassionate way of 
dying,” he said. 

Even a normal, healthy 
person would feel little 
discomfort after the first few 
days of thirst, the doctors 
said, ; 

Caregivers _—_ typically 
moisten the mouths of 
patients who have stopped 
eating and drinking, Byock 
said. Many, Hansen-Flaschen 
said, also give morphine, 
more to relieve the worries of 
relatives than to lessen pain.

evaluations, including forms and general 
information. ' 

It says that faculty members are generally 
to be evaluated on areas such as teaching, 
service, and research. 

The Re-appointment, Promotion, and 
Tenure Form distributed to faculty contains 
a section for personnel action requests (such 
as to be reviewed for tenure); a section for 
approval or disapproval by the chairperson 
or school direction, the dean, and the vice 
chancellor for academic affairs; a section for 
a narrative evaluation by the chairperson or 
school director, the dean, and appropriate 
peer advisors (the two previously mentioned 
committees). The form also requests degree 
and professional experience information and 
a list of accomplishments and supplementary 
documents from the faculty member. 

If a faculty member is re-appointed, the 
faculty member is given an additional period 
to give the department chairperson and dean 
an opportunity for evaluation regarding 
tenure. 

Tenure is defined by university guidelines 
as “a special recognition that the university 
can confer” that is “a right to continuous 
employment, subject to satisfactory 
performance of assigned duties, acceptable 
professional and personal conduct, and the 
financial condition of the institution.” 

Promotion is “a reward for outstanding 
contributions to the department, college, 
and university” and is important to faculty 
members who want tenure. 

University guidelines prohibit anyone 
with a rank below assistant professor from 
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A candid lunch discussion with Professor Pamela Jean Owens about 
student sit-ins, tenure and herself and Simpson losing their jobs

Pamela Jean Owens was carefully picking, 
through a salad, sitting quiet and alone in a 
Philosophy and Religion conference room on 
the day students invaded the vice chancellor’s 
office. On that day, March 7, more than 30 
students protested the university’s decision 
to not re-appoint Owens and another favorite 
professor, Carolyn Simpson. 

“Yes, Vd heard that,” Owens said simply, 
responding to the information that students 
were having a sit-in for her. A small smile 
touched ‘her lips, then faded again with the 
implications. She glanced down at her salad, 
sighed, then closed the door to the conference 
room and began to talk about the appointment 
process and her own confusion about losing 
her job. 

“My students had practice in fighting 
back when we had the'bidget cuts of 2000,” 
she said, beginning the conversation. 

‘In 2000, two professors were not going to 
be re-appointed because of the budget cuts, but 
because of student dissatisfaction, the decision 
was reversed. = 

“Now they hear that Dean Hendricks has 
just completely out of the blue, I mean this is 
really out of the blue, said that he’s changed the 
assessment of my research.” 

Shelton Hendricks is the dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

“We get appointed year by year. You're 


always appointed one year as a buffer. So the’ 


very first year you come in, you get appointed 
for your second and third year. 

“But when you get along to where I am 
and Dr. Simpson, we were in our fifth year. A 
year ago, my colleagues had already said that 
Talready had enough material to get tenure, A 
year ago,” she said. 

“Tneeded more, I felt, to be really solid for

the whole college to think I could get tenure.” 

Owens described how since the last 
review of her research, she has had two more 
pieces of research accepted for publication. 

“The department here said I should be 
reappointed for the seventh year. That’s your 
buffer year. Your sixth year you go for tenure 
and the seventh year is your buffer year. I 
should be re-appointed, but they would like to 
see more publications. But since that time, I've 
had two acceptances. Since December.” ’ 

One of Owens’ accepted publications 
is a chapter for a book on North American 
Women’s visions of church with regard 
to justice. She was asked to write the mid- 
American chapter, and her presentation was 
accepted by the editors. 

“It's a huge mystery,” Owens said as to 
why Hendricks would not reappoint her. 

She went on to talk about the structure 
in her department, the department of religion 


_and philosophy. 
“You have a department committee arid — 
a department chair. That's a little odd, because ~ 


philosophy ‘and religion doesn’t have a chair. 
It’s very weird politics.” , 

“Bill Blizek wrote this as chair of religion. 
He isn’t even in religion. We asked him to chair 
us administratively because we didn’t have 
anybody. But for him to presume to judge my 
research, that itself is weird. 

“So hejudged my research as no good. But 
he still recommended me. for re-appointment. 
And I thought, ‘OK, next year I'm going to have 
a huge external review of my research. I'm just 
going to say he didn’t have any grounds for 
understanding it.’ I'm just going to presume he 
didn’t know what he was talking about. 

“Lhate to say that, but he’s in philosophy. 
He doesn’t know anything about my field of 
study.” 

Owens talks about how she had her 
summer planned. She was going to find a 
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national expert in her field, whom she did not 
already know, and have that person review her 
work. That person would have given her an 
assessment letter for the dean. And she would 
still have a job the next fall. 

“Not a clue I should’ve done that last 
summer, Nota clue.” 

Owens discussed the humanities 
committee that also evaluated her research. 

“They are the ones who advise the dean. 
Our dean is in criminal psychology, nobody 
could presume that he could evaluate my 
research. I work in this little crevice of Native 
American studies and religion, biblical studies 
and feminist theology. It’s this little overlapping 
spot of circles. 


“Unless it just happened to be a hobby | 


of [Dean Hendricks], he wouldn’t have any 
reason to know anything about that. 

“And so on his own, he says ‘Nope, 
there’s no way she could get tenure. I’m not 
even going to re-appoint her for that seventh 
buffer year to give her a chance.” 

Owens said that students may have

“For my record in teaching, research and 
service, | have no apologies.” 

Owens has made her entire record open 
for publicscrutiny. She has made her notebooks 
available in Karen Al-Hindi's office, however 
the dean still has some of her research.

Simi said that any doubts and 
apprehension surrounding Zaal’s visit are 
rooted in an ironic hypocrisy. 

“If you assume that people are [members 
of a hate group] and that they are for the rest 
of their lives: you deny them the opportunity 
for change. We want to send the message that 
change is possible.”

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Home-schooled student numbers up on campuses

UNO senior Israel Dell is preparing 
to graduate. He is wrapping up his final 
semester of classes and looking for a job just 
like so many of the hundreds of seniors who 
will get their sheepskin this May. 

This will be unlike his high school 
graduation where his diploma was given 
to him by his parents after a message from 
them was read by an announcer, not a school 
administrator reading names of people with 
whom she is unfamiliar. 

Dell, who was home-schooled since 
first grade, is one of an increasing number 
of students who have taken a home- 
based course of study to receive their high 
school diplomas and then moved on to the 
classroom-based life of college. 

According to the Web site for the 
National Center for Education Statistics, a 
part of the United States Department of 
Education, the number of home-schooled 
students in this country rose 29 percent 
between 1999 and 2003. 

“About 1.1 million students (1,096,000) 
were being home schooled in the United 
States in the spring of 2003. This represents 
an increase from the estimated 850,000 
students who were being home schooled in 
the spring of 1999,” the site stated, 

This number accounts for fewer than 
2 percent of all school-age students in the 
country. 

According, to NCES many parents see 
these as valid reasons for home schooling. 

Thirty-one percent of home schoolers 
had parents who said the most important 


reason forhomeschooling was concem about 


the environment of other schools. Thirty 
percent said the most important reason was 
to provide religious or moral instruction. 
Approximately 16 percent of home-schooled 
students had parents whe said dissatisfaction 
with the academic instruction available at 
other schools was their most important 
reason for home schooling, 

Many parents often feel that they can 
provide a better education for their children 
at home and tailor their lesson plans to each 
individual child. 

Dell’s parents were among this group 
of parents opting to teach him at home after 
he completed kindergarten. He believes the 
right decision was made, saying that neither 


his parents nor he enjoyed his year in public 
school. 

“My parents didn’t feel like public 
school was having a positive effect on me 
and they wanted to educate me with a 
strong Christian emphasis,” Dell said. 

Dell said that his parents 


taught him at home each 

day using a fraction of the time it took ita 
traditional classroom setting. Both parents 
were teachers and his mother still substitutes 
in public schools. 

“They were both public school system 
teachers and didn’t see any serious flaws in 
the system except there being seven hours 
(of school) a day,” Dell said. 

Dell also liked the idea of a shortened 
day being home schooled. He said that it 
was one of his favorite things about being a 
home-schooled scholar. 

“L really enjoyed how little time it took 
me, about three or four hours a day, | also 
liked learning at my own pace and on any

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subject that interested me. 

“Later, in my teen years, I enjoyed the 
flexibility as I started working,” Dell said. 

Hedoesadmit that there wasa downside 
to being home schooled, though. 

“I'm probably criminally —under- 


socialized,” he said. 

“I had really poor socialization skills 
when I entered my teen years. Fortunately, 
Thad relatively painless lessons and learned 
quickly to be more understanding, nice and 
talk a lot less and listen more. 

“I know some home-school peers who 
had a rougher time,” Dell said. “Sometimes 
though it is a matter of conflicting values 
and morals. [have good friends who cannot 
stand certain people, because they are either 
inconsistent in the their values or regularly 
engage in behavior they feel is wrong.” 

While completing high school, Dell 
began taking college classes at Metropolitan 


Community College and then lowa Western 
Community College before beginning at 
UNO, making his college adjustment a 
gradual process. 

“Since I went from one degree of 
collegiate life to another it was never a 

culture shock, just an escalation 
in challenge,” Dell said. 
That challenge began 

with learning to learn in a 
setting in which he did not control. 
“Thad to live on a schedule.” 

Dell readily admits 
to enjoying college. He 
credits that to being home 
schooled. 

“When I started college 
I wasn’t burned out (from 
years in the classroom) or 
cowed at the prospect of 
many more years of learning. 
(I) never viewed it as a hoop 
I must pass through, ita stage 
I must complete,” he said. 

NCES statistics point to the majority 
of home schooled-children being “white, 
non-Hispanic.” Dell said that the diversity 
he found in college, particularly at MCC 
was one of his favorite things about higher 
education. 

“1 actually finished my high 
school off at Metro and IWCC, 
and I can honestly say that the 
diversity of people and ages at 

Metro was probably the most 

enjoyable element of going there 

since the academic work was so 
easy.” 

Dell is looking jeter to 
graduation, but cherishes his home school 
experiences, saying that he will offer it as an 
option to his children when he has them. 

Dell acknowledges preconceived 
notions that many have about home- 
schooled students saying, “Most of the time 
their notions are correct.” 

However, he would like to see people 
understand thatbeing homeschooled doesn’t 
make a student less of a social creature. 

“I'm sure that someone has known or 
knows someone who's known someone 
who knew a dysfunctional home-schooled 
student, but | think almost every one of my 
fellow home-schooled scholars has been a 
good and worthwhile person to know and 
be friends with.”

The Arctic National Wildlife Refuge 
in Alaska is home to caribou, many 
different species of birds and enough oil 
to provide the United States with one 
million barrels a day. On March 16, the 
U. S. Senate passed a key vote in favor 
of oil drilling in the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge. 

While there is still much work to be 
done ifdrilling isto take place, proponents 
are one step closer to developing the 1.5 
million acre coastal plain where there 
is believed to be millions of barrels 
| of crude oil. The project is 25 years in 
the making, including a similar attempt 
| three years ago using the same budget 
process. 

Akey partof President George Bush's 
energy agenda, access to the refuge's oil 
could lead to peak proctuction of five 
percent of the nation's oi! consumption 
per day by the year 2025, as estimated 
by the Department of the Interior. But 
whether or not the benefits outweigh 
the harm of moving production onto 
a national wildlife reserve remains the 
question. 

Many fear that the drilling will prove 
to have dire effects on the environment 
in the area. Studies have shown that the 
porcupine caribou herd could suffer a 
decline in population, as the drilling is to 
take place on its major calving grounds, 
Set aside in the 1980s, the refuge is home 
to more than130,000 herds of caribou 
and serves as a natural area for polar 
bears to den, another thing expected to 
be interrupted. 

In parts of the refuge lives a 
Native American subsistence culture, 
the Gwich’in tribe. The tribe relies on 
the porcupine caribou herd, meaning 
villages on migratory routes could be 
disrupted in the event of drilling. These 
people also depend on the animals for 
parts of their culture, centering many 
myths and customs on the caribou. 

Oil drillers in the area have less than 
a clean record for oil spills, which can 
be detrimental to wildlife. Oil spills not 
only contain the crude oil but also many 
different chemicals, which can cause 
harm. Another fear is the permanent or 
| long-term damage to the tundra, and the

vegetation that exists there. 

Those in favor of drilling include 
the president himself. According to 
Bush, the benefits include helping our 
economy to grow, creating jobs and 
helping businesses to expand. He says 
the project should also make America less 
dependent on foreign energy sources. 
Many senators are concerned about the 
United States’ growing dependency on 
foreign imports, including oil. Some 
even Say it is reaching crisis levels. 

It is believed that there could be as 
much oil under the tundra as was found 
in the nearby Prudhoe Bay, which could 
be as much as 10.4 million barrels. Those 
in favor also note the economic benefits 
seen since Pructhoe Bay was opened for 
drilling in the 1970s. 

While giving a speech in Ohio, Bush 
said, “Congress needs to look at the 
science and look at the facts anc send 
me a bill that includes exploration in 
ANWR for the sake of our country.” 

Drilling opponents, including 
Sen. John Kerry, are concerned that 
drilling will be destructive to the 
fragile ecosystem of the refuge. They 
feel that Congress should instead enact 
an energy policy that is more focused 
on conservation, through the efficiency 
of transportation systems and_ the 
development of renewable resources. 

Geoffrey Suttle, lobbyist on Alaska 
issues for the Sierra Club, agrees. He, 
along with others, worries that the 
destruction of the environment is at 
stake. 

“Oil drilling is an ugly business,” 
said Suttle, in response to a claim that 
the area could be developed with little 
interruption to the refuge's delicate 
ecosystem. “It’s not practical or profitable 
to drill without upsetting the area.” 

“There are many other energy policy 
approaches one could use,” said Harmon 
Maher, professor of geology at UNO, 
who feels the drilling is not necessary. 

To drill or not to drill still remains 
the question of this debate. Some are 
calling the issue one of the most pressing 
environmental issues within the last 20 
years. While those in favor are one step 
closer, opponents are working harder 
than ever to preserve the area. 


“This is an issue that enjoys 


widespread support,” Suttle said.

Against Missouri Western, Troy Cloyd 
and Nick Russell each pitched shutout 
victories.

Russell fanned six Missouri Western batters 
and allowed only two hits in game two. 
UNO won both games 2-0. 

Cloyd’s offensive support came in the 
form of solid base running. In the third 
inning, Lyle Lafountain singled with one 
out, and stole both second and third before 


crossing the plate off of a two-out single by 
Min Sung. 

UNO’s second run came in the fifth 
frame. Chad Leon reached base off an error, 
stole second and scored on a Lafountain 
RBI single.

The UNO track and field team has high 
expectations of itself for the outdoor season. 
Coming off an indoor season that produced 
the highest ranking ever achieved by UNO, 
the Mavericks will again be in contention 
for a North Central Conference and NCAA 
Division II team championship in the outdoor 
season. 

Head Coach Tim Hendricks was a little 
disappointed with placing second in the NCC 
indoor championships held in Vermillion, 
5.D. He pointed out a number of events 
where the Mavericks need to improve for the 
outdoor season. 

“When you don’t score in four or five 


‘events ... Both throwing events, we didn’t 


score in the high jump. We didn’t score in 
the 800, and we didn’t score in the mile. That 
killed us right there,” Hendricks said. “You've 
got to win with a balanced team.” 

With the return of multi-event athlete 
Kalyn Byers, a senior from Clarinda, Iowa, 
the team is likely to benefit from her high 
jumping abilities.

Behrns emphasized how he wanted

Players are competing. 

“Obviously there are a lot of things we 
eed to correct,” Behns said. “Our kicking 
rame was fairly average today and we 
pounced some bails around and made some 
Boor choices. We've also got some young 
Bcople back there now too.” 

Senior quarterback Brian Masck 
@ommanded the first-team offense, taking 
mine plays to go 70 yards on the first drive of 

he scrimmage. Masek hit senior wide receiver 
B-hris Denny for a 25-yard touchdown pass.

coordinator Brad McCaslin stated that his 
team wasn’t in great shape and that missed 
tackles can be expected in the first three 
practices of spring football. 

“We evaluated our team from last year 
and the area we felt we could improve on is 
tackling, but we weren't executing as crisp as 
we should with the fundamentals,” McCaslin 
said. 

One of the areas of great concern for 
Behrns is the secondary where the Mavericks 
have to replace three of the four starters from 
last season. 

“Our defense has a lot of chit te to work 
on. We aren't ready to play anyone right 
now,” Behrns said. “Our defense is learning 
some new things, but we do have some skill 
on that side of the ball. We need to. get our 
secondary squared away because they are 
very young and immature.” 

McCaslin emphasized how he was 
impressed with the performance of redshirt 
freshmen safeties Trent Lyons and Reed 
Taylor after Saturday's scrimmage. 

On the offensive side, the Mavericks 
had trouble holding onto the football, The 
Mavericks return all-NCC tight end Zac 
Herold, but Behrns stated that the players 
at that position played poor technically in 
holding onto the football. 

Starters Matt Schwen, Scott Jorgensen 
and Randall Jansen didn’t participate in the 
scrimmage Saturday due to injuries. AI-LNCC 
running back Jamar Day only carried the ball 
twice for 17 yards, but Belhms stated that he 
was very impressed with Day’s backup, Nate 
Wurth, who carried the ball 14 times for 46 
yards, When asked about how the team will 
be once the fall comes around, Behrns stated 
that he thinks his team will be a great team, 
but there are a couple of areas of real concern.

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Alleged date rape at U. South 
Carolina must elicit caution

(U-WIRE) COLUMBIA, S.C. - Law 
| enforcement agencies near the University of 
i South Carolina have had at least 12 reports 
of attempted date rapes since October, 
| emphasizing the need for increased vigilance 
‘ when you go out to have a good time with 
your friends in Columbia's bars. 

In at least seven of the reported cases, the 
women recall being sexually assaulted while 
they were incapacitated by drugs slipped in 
their drinks, and because the rate for reporting 
such crimes is extremely low, there are likely 
many more women out there who have 
experienced a similar situation and for one 
reason or another did not speak up about 
! their victimization. 

| Despite the term “date rape,” most victims 
of the crime are assaulted by those they do not 
| know, who often slip the drug GHB into their 
drinks while they aren’t looking. Most of the 
‘ victims report they were out with female 
| friends when the crimes occurred.

GHB can be odorless, colorless ang 
tasteless, and causes impairment rangin 
from a feeling of extreme drunkenness tg 
unconsciousness. After a USC student wag 
caught in 2003 with a GHB lab in his Columbi 
Hall room, it’s clear that the date rape drug § 
a problem in Columbia and is not isolated tm 
any particular area. 

Never let someone you don’t know buff 
you a drink unless you watch the bartendd@ 
make it, and never leave drinks unattende 
Simple precautions and awareness of youl 
surroundings is enough to ward offa potenti 
attack. If you feel like you have been druggedil 
let a friend or bartender know immediately. 

People who suspect they have bec@l 
victimized, even if they cannot remembd§ 
details, should go to an emergency roorgy 
and have tests done before showering di 
otherwise destroying potential evidence. 

There is no excusing the cowards whi 
drug victims then take advantage of the 
sexually, and by speaking up, past victing 
can help to catch and put away those whi 
perpetrate these crimes.

(U-WIRE) LUBBOCK, Texas - The 
editorial board of The University Daily 
believes Terri Schiavo's appeal has gone too 
far. 

In the last 36 hours, a federal judge 


"denied Schiavo’s parents’ request to reinsert 


her feeding tube, a three-judge panel upheld 


‘that judgment and the entire appeals court 
- declined to hear the case. 


We will not discuss a person's right to live 
: or right to clic. Instead, we are disappointed 
with how the Constitution and states’ rights 
_are being abused and ignored by a politically 
: Motivated president and Congress. 

According to the U.S. Constitution, by 
which everyone is bound, this case never 
should have entered the federal court system. 

It should have stayed in state court, 
_ without Florida Gov, Jeb Bush granting stays, 
‘ without intervention from the state legislature 
‘ and without bills from the U.S. Congress. 

The Constitution is explicit in the powers 
‘granted to the federal government. The 
founding, fathers did not want a big federal 
government; one reason they fought England 
was to avoid the pitfalls of big government. 

Article 1, Section 8 of the Constitution 
grants Congress the power to: tax; borrow 
money; regulate interstatecommerce; establish 
naturalization and 

bankruptcy laws; print money; provide 
for punishment of counterfeiting money; post 
offices; promote progress and useful arts; 
constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme 
Court; define and punish piracy; declare war; 

raise and support armies; provide and 
maintain a Navy; regulate land and naval 
forces; organizing and arming militias; 
exercise legislation in areas ceded by the 
states and make the laws necessary to 
carry out those powers. 

These are all of the legislative powers 
granted to Congress. All other power is 
granted to the state or to the people. 

Nowhere in that list is the power to 
pass a bill that removes a case out of state 
court but will not set a precedent for any 
other case. Congress’ involvement, and 
the president’s invelvement, is a political 
move made because enough “people of

Th 
bill essentially allows Schiavo’s parents 
find a more sympathetic judge, because thos 
Florida jucges were 

not returning the right answer. 

This kind of political roulette, despi 
what the bill might say, does set a precede 
Congress has demonstrated that it will ste 
outside of its bounds : 
and into a matter over which it has rg 
bearing. 

States’ rights are being squashed aga 
by an overvager federal government that § 
wasting its time on matters related to org 
family instead of taking care of the nation 
a whole, as each of the officials were electag 
todo.
